The greatest business in the whole 
world is the soul-winning, or the soul- 
saving business; and no church has 
a right to exist that is nothing more 
than just a smooth-running machine. 


The true Churcn is not a business 
concern, to deal in finances and com- 
mercial commodities. True, it takes 
finance for any church to function 
properly, and usually where there is 
no finance there is not much of any- 
thing else; but finance, programs, 
quotas, etc., should be secondary mat- 
ters, and in no case should tithes, of- 
ferings, and financial drives super- 
cede or take the place of the para- 
mount purpose of the Church—soul 
winning. 


The Church has no greater re- 
sponsibility than soul saving. Every 
department of the Church exists for 
this one purpose, and no department 
has a right to exist unless it contrib- 
utes something directly, or indirect- 
ly, to the salvation of souls. We do 
not have Sunday School and young 
people’s service, midweek prayer 
meeting, teachers’ meeting, and vari- 
ous other meetings in the church just 
to have some place to go. In all of 
our activities in various financial 
drives for new church buildings, mis- 
sion offerings, etc., we should see 
more than just a fine new building 
for our own comfort and pleasure, 
and we should have a greater vision 
of the mission cause than just to be 
able to say we exceeded the offerings 
of the year before, or of the other 
fellow; but our ultimate aim and the 
paramount purpose of our hearts 
should be, that we might have a build- 
ing where God will be pleased to meet 
with us, and where souls can find a 
haven of refuge and rest from the

storms of this life. And as we give 
to the mission cause, may the Lord 
help us to give unselfishly, and give 
us the feeling we are not giving to be 
seen of men, but rather, we are in- 
vesting in the salvation of souls. 


WHEN SHOULD SOUL WINNING 
BEGIN? 


I am afraid too many think of soul 
saving in terms of certain months 
or seasons of the year, or perhaps we 
are prone to feel we will have a re- 
vival when the evangelist arrives, and 
if conditions are favorable and we 
feel especially led of the Spirit we 
might do some personal work while 
the revival is in progress. 


If we leave all the soul winning to 
the evangelist, many will go to hell 
who might have been saved. The 
responsibility is too great and the 
job too big for any particular group 
to shoulder. 


No pastor has a right to let matters 
of lesser importance usurp first place 
in his ministry. His first responsibility 
and his most important business is 
soul saving. 


No church, or pastor, should be sat- 
isfied to go along for months without 
hearing the shouts of new-born 
souls. And when such a condition 
exists in any local church, it is time 
for the church to quit shouting and 
begin to mourn. The very survival 
of the church is dependent on souls 


being saved, and new blood being in- 
jected into the church. 


THE QUESTION ARISES—WHO 
CAN WIN SOULS? 


The text says, “He that winneth 
souls is wise.” Let him know that he 
which converteth a sinner from the 
error of his way, shall save a soul 
from death, and shall hide a multi- 
tude of sins. 


He, whoever he might be, that wins 
souls is wise. 


If the pastor leaves soul winning 
to the evangelist, his ministry is fail- 
ing. If the laity leaves all the personal 
work and soul winning to the pastor 
and evangelist, the church has failed 
in her mission in the world. Every 
pastor should be, and can be, a soul 
winner. All members are not called 
to preach, but all who are genuinely 
saved and have had a touch of the 
fire of the Holy Ghost can have a 
part in helping to win souls from a 
life of sin and shame. Every leader 
in the church should have a passion 
for souls. The teacher in the Sunday 
School should be able to see more 
than faces in his class each Sun- 
day morning. Here are souls, many 
of them unsaved and hell bound, yet 
everyone of them a prospect for the 
kingdom of heaven. 


The best wisdom this world ever 
sees is not shown by the banker, 
statesman, educator, or the million- 
aire businessman, but by the humble 
soul winner. The efforts of other 
business enterprises will come to an 
end, while the work of the soul winner 
will live on and on.

Albert Einstein, greatest living scientific thinker, and 
chairman of the Atomic Energy Committee, recently said 
of the atomic bomb: 

“There is no secret, and no defense. There is no pos- 
sibility of control except through the aroused understand- 
ing and insistence of the peoples of the world.” 

In the face of all the claims of secrecy concerning the 
atomic bomb, and of its being our means of defense, 
Einstein declares there is no such thing as secrecy, and 
no such thing as defense humanly possible, regardless of 
all our military accomplishments, even on an unheard of 
scale, one that would make World War II look like a 
plaything, for that is just what is anticipated for the 
next war. Oh yes, World War III is undoubtedly in the 
making! It is likely, with all-the harnessing of atomic 
energy, for aircraft, ships and every means of trans- 
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portation will be so stepped up, figuratively, next to 
lightning speed. Surely we are faced with problems of 
unimaginable proportions. 

There is no hope only through the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He foresaw that wars and rumors of wars would come 
among the ungodly during the close of this age. If only 
men everywhere would accept and practice the teachings 
of our Lord Jesus Christ! Love would reign, for Jesus said: 
“A new commandment I give unto you, That ye love one 
another; as I have loved you. ... By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples, if ye have love one to 
another.” 

Too often, even Christians of the different religious 
bodies do not love each other. It is worse when Christians 
of the same denomination, forgot and became foes, bring- 
asked. It has been known that brother ministers, pastors 
of the same denomination forgot and became foes, bring- 
ing heartaches to our loving Lord, dishonoring their call- 
ing and the congregation whom they represented.

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AS SCIENTISTS SEE IT 

Below we give in its entirety the recent letter I re- 
ceived from Albert Einstein, chairman of the Emergency 
Committee of Atomic Scientists, Inc. The letter is self- 
explanatory and most vividly portrays the views of the 
scientists. You will notice that they believe war does 
not pay. They long for peace. If only the world knew 
that Jesus, the Prince of Peace, is the only One who 
can give us lasting peace! We admire them for their 
stand for what they think will give relief and that is 
the natural, most practicable thing to do in face of world 
conditions. May God help poor fallen man to see his 
eternal need. 


Dear Mr. Walker: 

I am writing today to you and other friends who have 
helped us during the past year. It is a difficult moment 
at which to write. All about us we see the wreckage of 
great hopes which mankind held for the building of 
peace. The gulf between East and West, which men of 
good will have worked to close, is widening daily. Some 
people believe that no reconciliation is possible and that 
another World War must decide the issue; we scientists 
reply that it is no longer possible to decide any issue by 
such means—an atomic war will bring no real decision 
but only unprecedented death and devastation on both 
sides. 

Such a time in history breeds defeatism and despair. 
But there are those among us who believe that man 
has within him the capacity to meet and overcome even 
the great tests of our times. What we must not lose, or 
we lose all, is our willingness to seek the truth and our 
courage to act upon the truth. If we maintain these, we 
cannot despair. 

We scientists believe upon ample evidence that the 
time of decision is upon us—that what we do or fail to 
do within the next few years will determine the fate 
of our civilization. That is the gist of the enclosed 
statement of this Committee which was published on 
June 30, 1947. We call for a “higher realism which recog- 
nizes that .. . our fate is joined with that of our fellow 
men throughout the world.” Great ideas may often be 
expressed in very simple words. In the shadow of the 
atomic bomb it has become apparent that all men are 
brothers. If we recognize this as truth and act upon 
this recognition, mankind may go forward to a higher 
plane of human development. If the angry passions of 
a nationalistic world engulf us further, we are doomed. 

The task of the scientists, as we conceive it, is untiringly 
to explain these truths, so that the American people will 
understand all that is at stake. We believe that, with 
such understanding, the American people will choose from 
many paths to reach a peaceful solution, and that they 
will move toward such a solution and not toward war. 
And we believe that, in the long run, security for all 
nations demands a supra-national solution. 

We will strive unceasingly to bring this understanding 
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discussion open to us. If we are to have any hope of in- 
fluencing the Russians, and of convincing them that 
America wants peace and security for all peoples, we must 
understand the reasons for their profound distrust of 
everything foreign which has become the sickness of a 
stubborn isolationism. We will work for understanding, not 
abject appeasement. 

This letter goes to you on the second anniversary of 
the bombing of Hiroshima. On that day the American 
people assumed responsibility before the world for the 
release of the most revolutionary force since the discovery 
of fire. Each of us, whether as scientists who made the 
bomb possible, or as citizens of the nation that applied 
the knowledge, stands accountable for the use we make 
of this tremendous new force. To our generation has 
come the possibility of making the most fateful decision 
in the recorded history of the human race. By an act 
of the collective will, made now, in this fraction of historic 
time, we can ensure that this great and painful achieve- 
ment of man’s intellect, instead of turning upon hu- 
manity, may be secured for the benefit of future genera- 
tions. I believe that mankind, capable of reason, re- 
straint, and courage, will choose this path of peace. 

No one can predict the events of the coming year but 
each of us has it in his power today to act for peace. 
You have helped us in the past. I ask you to help again.

3. HEARING OF FAITH 

The aforesaid Cornelius is a re- 
markable answer to the question of 
Gal. 3:2, “Received ye the Spirit by 
the works of the law, or by the hear- 
ing of faith?” Cornelius was a man 
of devout worship (Acts 10:2), and 
was doubtless punctilious in his 
works. Yet that did not bring the 
Holy Ghost into his heart. What it 
did bring him was an opportunity for 
the hearing of faith. It was not until 
Peter preached the faith unto the 
house of Cornelius that they were 
filled with the Holy Ghost. “. .. the 
Holy Ghost fell on them which heard 
the word,” Acts 10:44. Don’t exrect 
good works to buy the Spirit for you. 
He must come as a result of faith, 
for salvation can be ours only through 
faith (Eph. 2:8-10). On hearing the 
word, believe and accept. 

Good works are the result of grace 
and are not grace itself. When the 
Holy Ghost fills you, He, like salva- 
tion, will prompt you to good works. 
God’s Spirit moves from the heart 
outward in the form of works: He does 
not penetrate inward by good works. 
His nuclear presence can enter only 
through the gate of faith. 

4. OBEDIENCE 

If obedience was better than sacri- 
fice under the law (1 Sam. 15:22), 
it is much more so in grace. Of a 
truth, without complete obedience to 
God one is none of His. Receive the 
Holy Ghost. But how? Complete 
obedience to God will more than an- 
swer that question—for when there 
is complete obedience He comes. He 
neither can nor will tarry. Acts 5:32, 
“And we were witnesses of these 
things; and so is also the Holy Ghcst, 
Whom God hath given to them that 
obey Him.” Without accusation we 
ask, Have you obeyed Him FULLY? 
Probe deep into your heart. 

If the disciples had disobeyed 
Christ’s command that they tarry in 
Jerusalem, the Holy Ghost would 
never have come to them. Had Cor- 
nelius failed to obey in sending for 
Peter, the Holy Ghost would never 
have come to his household. Obedi- 
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ence to God is a great thing—too 
great to be considered lightly. Dis- 
obedience can in nowise be justified. 

Obedience to God, upon which hang 
all the graces and gifts of God, should 
not be considered abstractly. Re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost through obe- 
dience. If obedience, then—to what? 
The confident avowel, “Of course, I 
obey God,” does not necessarily make 
it so. 

Have you obeyed Him in SERVICE? 
The gift of the Holy Ghost is a trust. 
Then will God entrust His Spirit to 
you, whom He cannot trust to pay 
Him His tithe? The Holy Ghost is a 
guide. Then, need He come when you 
have not yet been willing to follow 
Christ in the ordinance of Commun- 
ion and feet washing? Have you co- 
operated with those whom God has 
placed over you? Have you obeyed 
to the letter His commands for serv- 
ice? Thinking that we obey God is 
not sufficient—it must be a fact. 

Have you obeyed God in HUMILI- 
TY? Hauteur is despised by the Lord 
and will forever bar His blessings 
from your life. Humbleness is an 
absolute “must” for true children of 
God and candidates for the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. Physical position 
plays no part with God (who looketh 
on the heart) in the giving of His 
blessings. The writer would !ook 
askance at any person who contends 
that a seeker should assume a reclin- 
ing position (or any other) while 
praying for the Baptism. The con- 
dition of the heart, and not the pos- 
ture, will determine whether or not 
God considers you worthy to receive 
the Spirit. However, the willingness 
and humility to do any proper and 
necessary thing must be in the seek- 
er’s heart. 

Have you obeyed Him in CHRIS- 
TIAN GROWTH? Has your meager 
pristine faith been exercised until it 
has become a growing powér within 
you, or have you allowed it to lie 
latent within you until you now have 
practically no faith? Have you ac- 
quainted yourself with the Scriptures 
until they have become a necessary 
sustenance for you? or have you 
shunned them until it is burdensome 


to read and impossible to delight in 
God’s Word? Growth in grace is a 
requirement of the devout Christian 
life, therefore a shrinking of spiritual 
aptitude will close your heart to the 


Spirit. 
5. INTENSE DESIRE 
John 7:37-39, “. .. Jesus stood and 


cried, saying, If any man thirst, let 
him come unto me and drink. He 
that believeth on me, as the scrip- 
ture hath said, out of his belly shall 
flow rivers of living water. (But this 
he spake of the Spirit, which they 
that believe on him should receive 
Ap og 

One of the most essential require- 
ments for the Holy Ghost baptism is 
that intense desire for righteousness 
that Jesus here compares with the 
gnawing thirst for water. If any man 
thirst. A thirsty man will seek water. 
He will devise some means of obtain- 
ing it. It must be torment for one to 
have the knowledge of the truth con- 
cerning the Spirit, and yet have too 
little desire for Him to act according 
to their knowledge. 

Matthew 5:6, “Blessed are they 
which do hunger and thirst after 
righteousness: for they shall be filled.” 
Ah! what assurance! What a blessed 
hope! Then, pity the full; lament 
for the satisfied; grieve for the un- 
concerned. But rejoice for the hun- 
gry; laugh for the thirsty; thank 
God for the desiring—for that man, 
whoever he may be, will be filled with 
the Spirit. Hunger is distressing; 
hunger and thirst are tormenting— 
but not for long. Any person whose 
desire reaches that intensity must 
not wait long to be baptized with 
the Holy Spirit.

There is no light in 
the shop windows—only a for- 
lorn purplish-blue hanging 
around street lamps szarcely 
swaying in the slightest breeze 
and casting a baleful glow over 
the stones: of the stre2is and 
buildings. The darkness grows 
and it is a purple dusk. 


Rifles at the Ready 

Here your eyes pick out sol- 
diers prowling slowly through 
the darkness, with rifles at the 
ready, fingers on the trigger, and 
no less than four men together. 
From shadowy doorways sud- 
denly sprout figures of soldiers 
with rifles ready, waiting.

Involuntarily we all 
throw ourselves down again. The 
shot obviously came from the 
roof above us. The major calls 
out to the soldiers on the roof: 
“What’s up, lads?” A_ soldier 
shouts down, puzzledly: “Are we 
shooting, Sir?” 

This sudden touch of the 
ridiculous seems to relieve the 
tension. The girl stands up, says 
embarrassedly: “My knees are 
awfully weak. I am so ashamed, 
but I have just got up from 
three weeks’ hospital.” She in-

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Fellowship

Text: “Hear this, all ye people; give 
ear, all ye inhabitants of the world: 
both low and high, rich and poor, to- 
gether,” Psa, 49:1, 2. 

Our fellowship with Jesus Christ 
means harmony; the just adaptation 
of one toward another so as to form a 
connected whole. 

1 Cor. 1:9, 10 says, “God is faithful, 
by whom ye were called unto the fel- 
lowship of his Son Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Now I beseech you, brethren, by 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye all speak the same thing, and 
that there be no divisions among you: 
but that ye be perfectly joined togeth- 
er in the same mind and in the same 
judgment,” or in perfect fellowship. 

Laying additional stress on the 
Church becoming knit together in this 
fellowship, Paul says in 1 Cor. 12:24- 
27, “God hath tempered the body to- 
gether, having given more abundant 
honour to that part which lacked: 
that there should be no schism in the 
kody; but that the members should 
have the same care one for another. 
And whether one member suffer, all 
the members suffer with it; or one 
member be honoured, all the members 
rejoice with it. Now ye are the body of 
Christ, and members in particular.” 

And Jude says, “It was needful for 
me to write unto you, and exhort you 
that ye should earnestly contend for 
the faith which was once delivered un- 
to the saints. For there are certain 
men crept in unawares, who were be- 
fore of old ordained to this condemna- 
tion, ungodly men, turning the grace 
of our God into lasciviousness, and de- 
nying the only Lord God, and our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” And 2 Peter 2:1, 2, says, 
“Who privily shall bring in damnable 
heresies, even denying the Lord that 
bought them, and bring upon them- 
selves swift destruction. And many 
shall follow their pernicious ways; by 
reason of whom the way of truth shall 
be evil spoken of.” 

Now the word “pernicious” means 
having qualities destroying or injur- 
ing: destructive; corrupt and hurtful. 

We are exhorted to have fellowship 
one with another, but not with the un- 
fruitful works of darkness, but rather 
reprove them. And Jesus said, “The 
glory which thou gavest me I have 
given them; that they may be one, 
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even as we are one: Iin them, and 
thou in me, that they may be made 
perfect in one; and that the world 
may know that thou hast sent me, and 
hast loved them, as thou hast loved 
me,” St. John 17:22, 23. 

Now this glory, the glory He gives, is 
the sure identification of His Church, 
the Church of God. Israel once had 
this glory, which God had given them 
along with His ark, until they trans- 
gressed and lost their glory, the Philis- 
tines taking the ark. Tidings of this 
calamity caused Eli to fall backward 
off his seat at the side of the judge’s 
gate, breaking his neck. Also, when 
his daughter-in-law heard the news, 
she travailed and to her was born a 
son, and she named the child Ichabod, 
saying, “The glory is departed from 
Israel: because the ark of God was 
taken.” 

Also, notice that so many heathen 
Philistines died in the seven months 
they had the ark that they would have 
been exterminated if they had kept it 
very much longer. When God had 
smitten fifty thousand threescore and 
ten Beth-shemites for looking into the 
ark of the Lord, they had it removed 
to tke city of Kirjath-jearim into 
Abinadab’s house, and sanctified his 
son Eleazar to keep it. Then when Da- 
vid first went after the ark, he ignor- 
antly used heathen methods in at- 
tempting its return, and when God 
smote Uzzah for laying his hand on 
the ark, David became afraid of the 
Lord and left the ark in the house of 
Obed-edom for three months while he 
learned how God had told Moses the 
ark should be handled, and by whom. 

Then the glory of God returned. 
Fellowship was restored, and Israel 
prospered. They built a house costing 
many billions in gold and silver, for 
God to dwell in among them, a build- 
ing that has never been equalled, nor 
ever will be until the new Jerusalem 
comes down from God out of heaven, 
in which building that ark now rests. 
Rev. 11:19. 

This history of Israel closely paral- 
lels the history of our present Church 
of God. “Being aliens from the com- 
monwealth of Israel, and strangers 
from the covenants of promise, having 
no hope, and without God in the 

world: but now in Christ Jesus ye who 


sometimes were far off are made nigh 
by the blood of Christ ... are no more 
strangers and foreigners, but fellow- 
citizens with the saints, and of the 
household of God; and are built upon 
the foundation of the apostles and 
prophets, Jesus Christ himself being 
the chief corner stone; in whom all 
the building fitly framed together 
groweth unto an holy temple in the 
Lord: in whom ye also are builded to- 
gether for an habitation of God 
through the Spirit.” Eph. 2:12, 13, 19- 
22. “Ye are come unto mount Sion, and 
unto the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, and to an in- 
numerable company of angels, to the 
general assembly and church of the 
firstborn, which are written in heaven, 
and to God the Judge of all, and to 
the spirits of just men made perfect, 
and to Jesus the mediator of the new 
covenant, and to the blood of 
sprinkling, that speaketh better things 
than that of Abel,” Heb. 12:22-24. 


But we must continue “stedfastly in 
the apostles’ doctrine and fellowship,” 
and in fear, Surely if it was so dang- 
erous to touch the ark of the covenant 
of God, it is just as dangerous for us 
to lay hands on the covenant of Je- 
sus Christ. 

I remember some years ago, in a 
prayer, one of the leaders of the 
Church was heard saying, “Ichabod, 
Ichabod,” while speaking in tongues. 
Another witnessed to the same mes- 
sage again, saying, “Ichakod, Icha- 
bod.” I am sure that at the time nei- 
ther understood that name’s signifi- 
cance; that is, that the glory of God 
had departed. However, in a short time 
there came disunity, strife, and di- 
vision. Jude pens a word picture of 
this very situation. And if that glory 
is to ever return to the Church, we 
must again contend for the faith that 
was once delivered to the saints—in- 
dividually, that we might have fellow- 
ship with all the saints that have fel- 
lowship with God, not remembering 
others’ faults that ours might not be 
remembered against us; and the 
church, that it might once more shine 
with the glory of God and the fellow- 
ship of His Son Jesus Christ our Lord. 

This is the ship that we have always 
called the “Old Ship of Zion.” She has 
carried millions over and there is 
room for millions more. She has 
eternal assurance that she will land 
her cargo safely on the golden strand. 
Her sails are unfurled to the breezes 
and she is making strides across the 
dark waters and nothing can be sur-

MEETING AND CONVENTION

Tuesday night, July 1, marked the 
beginning of the first state con- 
vention and camp meeting to be held 
in the new, modern tabernacle. 


When we, who were’ definitely asso- 
ciated with the details of constructing 
the tabernacle, consider all the prob- 
lems and difficulties encountered, we 
feel that the building is not only mod- 
ern but a modern-day miracle. For 
instance, in the first place it was a 
happy surprise to us and others that 
we got delivery on the steel—and it is 
a steel structure; second, there was a 
strike by the crane operators and the 
erection of the steel was stopped—

So, the 80 x 120 foot steel structure, 
with concrete floor, cement-blocked 
and stuccoed front and back, with 
two nice committee rooms and a 
30 x 80 foot rostrom, as well as a very 
modern restaurant, stands with majes- 
tic pose, on the fourteen-acre campus 
overlooking the No. 11 Highway, with- 
in one and one-half miles of Besse- 
mer, Alabama. Yes, it, with the 
cabins, stands there as a “city set on 
a hill, that can not be hid.” It stands 


there as a compliment to the minis- 
ters, laymen, and friends who contrib- 
uted in various ways to make it pos- 
sible. It is also a compliment to our 
state overseer, Rev. J. T. . Roberts, 
whose unflagging eiforts and wise 
management saw the work through 
with a great saving to the State. 


Now, that this wonderful project 
has been completed by the coopera- 
tion of ministers, laymen, and friends 
throughout the State, they were 
there to enjoy the first blessing of 
our heavenly Father, and many were 
there for the last benediction. I have 
attended many state meetings but I 
have never seen more enthusiastic 
and faithful attendance from begin- 
ning to end than at this meeting.
